Folsoni and I 
were youngsters then, as compared with 
you and Mason, and we looked up to you 
as veterans and models. 


I have just glanced over tho pages of 


the Memoirs, ami surely in every para- 
graph wherein your name occms, except 
!he careless rue above quoted, I spenlt i 
o[ you in honor and kindness.

Be this as it may, I aii. lealy at all j 


in.es to bear testimony to thu /act that 
the establishment of your Furt in the. 
Valley of the Sacramento was the fore- 
runner to the wondeiful history of Cali- 
fornia ; that in early days your'Fort un.s 
the harbor of refuge for all immigrants, 
and that you impoverished yourself to 
help others, and that to you pre-emi- 
nently belongs the honor 'of preparing 
the. way for the discovery of gold iii Cali- 
fornia and settling up tint important 
State. 


I am sure I lid not use the word 


"tight" in tho offensive sense it might 
be construed by the general reader, but 
rather as General Jackson said to nu 
officer, "that one who Had fought a, he 
had done might get tight w h t u he 
pleased." Still, if tho word has given 
you pain, I apologize for it ami immed- 
iately change it.

'Memoirs,1 buflprC'Mimo Ins changing 
the word 'tight1 to 'enthusiastic' makes 
it nil right. Sutler's title of Captain 
was obtained in the Swiss regular army; 
he was a Major-General in the militia "of | 
California.

1 1 was Captain Sutler's aqont, and 


was at 'the Fort1 at tho celebration of 
the Fourth of July, 1811. Colonel Ma- 
eon, then Governor of California, and 
party, were up fioui Monterey, in camp 
near Suiter's Fort. Colonel Mason was 
at that time inspecting the gold mines of 
the American Fork, collecting specimens 
to send to AVashington, with his official 
report to the \Var Department. 
" As gold was discovered in February. 


1818, and California had just been taken 
from Mexico, tho excitement ivas great, 
and a Fourth of. July celebration at that 
time, of course, was' ' enthusiastic.' But 
I think I have seen quite as much enthu- 
siasm displayed in tho way of ' tights ' 
in San Diego during tho election time's 
this mouth. As well as I can iccollect, 
everything passed oft' on that day at the 
Fort without a jar. 
" Tho ' Folsom ' General Sherman 


mentions was Captain J. L, FolKom, U, 
S. A. He came to California as Quarter- 
master of Colonel Jonathan D. Steven- 
Bon's Eegimeut of New York Volun- 
teers." [Folsom street, San Francisco, 
was named for him. — Editor I'nion.] 
" General Sherman pays Captain Snt- 


ter a just tribute in speaking of the set- 
tlement of California by the Americans 
and the discovery of gold. To Slitter 
alone belongs the honor and good for- 
tune attaching thereto. 
" THE msTOHV OF THE (.OLD DISl OVEUY 
" Is simply this : Captain Sutler wanted 
lumber for building, fencing, etc., and 
he sent two parties to the mountains to 
1 prospect ' for timber and a mill-site. 
Marshall, n KkeclmigM, tint] party, went 
up the American Fork, and Gingercy, a 
mi/Imigbt, went up the Cosurnnes/the 
stream next south. 
Captain Sutler de- 


cided in favor of tho American ForV, 
and Gingerey was pot to work building 
a flouring mill some four or five miles 
from the Fort. Marshall was sent to 
the American Fork to construct a small 
saw-mil!. Peter Wilmer and Lis wife 
were sent to keep the boarding-house for 
the mill men. lie entire outfit belonged 
to Captain Suiter— all the tools, teams, 
provisions, etc. No other person hail a 
dollar of capital ; (ill were under pay 
from Captain gutter. 


"The tail-race ot the mil! was mode 


too small, and in enlarging It and letting 
the water in, the rush of. water

" No one knew what it was. A small 


two-once prescription vial full of fine 
float gold was brought down to the Fort. 
McDowell, the gunsmith of the Fort, 
swore that they had found a 'brass 
mine.' 


"I 
was at Yerba Buena (now San 


Francisco ) at the time on business for 
Captain Sutler. On the return trip ot 
Sutler's launch the vial was taken to 
Yerba Bneiia, and its contents were there 
1 renounced float gold. 
" Thf> discoTery soon became public, 


and the inhabitants of the little town- 
new the great San Francisco — became 
wild. Men, women and children were off 
for the mines. The little church on the 
corner of the Plaza was closed— the 
Pastor thought mountain air would be 
conducive to health. The Alcalde (Dr. 
Townsend, I think), closed his office, 
The two printing offices (the Star and 
CaHfornian), ceased to grind. The only 
sea-going vessel then in port was a Hud- 
son Bay Cowpony'a 
Dark, Captain
